It Is bailor ad you will be Interested to know that 
a confidant ial informant of /known reliability recent'/ ad- 
rlsed this Bureau that RadafLukic, a V lea- Consul attached to 
t ha Yugoslav Consulats in Rfcw rork City made remarks relative 
to the Subject Which wore as follows: 



The Yugoslav Government appears to bo quite dia- 
appointed oror tno fact that nothing has boon done regarding 
the caso of tho fonaor Ustashl official , Andrija Artukovich, 
currently residing in i>os Angeles, California. The Yugoslav 
Government had groat confidence that tho sympathy of many 
Americans could bo won by returning Artakovich to Yugoslavia 
for trial. It had boon hoped that the Sorb group in Row York 
City would also take an interest in this matter and attempt 
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to encourage tne United 3 t ate a 'overnment to bring about tha 
return of Artukovlch. The opinion of many officials of tha 
Yugoslavian Government is that high religious official: such 
as Cardinal Spellman of New York City have taken stapo to 
protect Uetashl and men like artukovlch , They believe that 
Cardinal Spellman attempted to Influence the United States 
n or eminent In order to prevent it froa taklnr action. It was 
suspectad that Cardinal Spellman might have been Influenced 
by the Croatian clergy in the United States. Artukovlch is 
believed to passes great potential propaganda value inasmuch 
as appropriate action taken against him would greatly impress 
Yugoslav cltisens who do not presently trust the Tito regime. 
Similar action by ?eron of Argentina against *dite Pavelic, 
who, as loader of the Ustashl group, allegedly cooperated 
with Hitler during -arid Var IX would similarly impress 
Yugoslav citiiene opposed to Tito.
